One is the completion of hard sur- 
facing of the Calgary-Crossfield sec- 
tion of the main highway between 
Calgary ‘and Edmonton. All but 
eight of the 30 miles -have been 
finished. Thé eight mile section has 
been graveled and just as soon as 
épring opens, it will be hard surfaced. 

The other project is hard surfacing 
of 30 miles of the same main high- 
way from Edmonton south to Millet. 
This work will be undertaken just as 
soon ag spring conditions permit and 
it will be finished as speedily as pos- 
sible. ro 

Funds for these projects were pro- 
vided in the current year’s estimates 
and will be on hand for the resump- 
tion of operations in 1945, it is under 
stood.

Out of 41,344 doubtful cases re- 
ported by employers in the last 8 
months, a total of 8,348 men not in 
good standing under Mobilization Re- 
gulations have been located,-A. Mac- 
Namara, Director of National Selec- 
tive Service, announced today. 

By an Order issued early this year 
under Mobilization Regulations by 
Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, Minister of 
Labour, employers were required to 
check on the documents of all male 
employees, and. report on those ap- 
parently not in good standing under 
Mobilization Regulations, By a sub- 
sequent order of August 15th last the 
checking process, which had original- 
ly carried only to May ist, was made 
continuous. It is now necessary for 
an-employer to report—within 7 days 
of engagement—on any new m27le em- 
ployee who fails to furnish documerts 
proving that he has complied with 
Mobilization Regulations, 

These reports are sent to the Re- 
gistrars of the 18 Mobilization Divi- 
sions across Canada. The 41,344 re- 
ports received by the. Registrars to 
date cover the period from the ist of 

} March, when the first order of the 
Minister of Labour became effective, 
to November 4th. 

Mobilization officials take immed- 
iate steps to follow up on the cases 
of men who are reported upon and 
found not to be in good standing un- 
der the Regulations.
